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As  the  Radicals  know  full  well  that  it  will 
not  do  to  compare  QtMMl  (irant  an.l  Qwf 
ernor  Seymour,  in  tlio  matter  <if  statesman 
ship,  ability,  or  in  any  matter  touching  tin- 
vital  question  of  fitness  for  the  position  of 
Chief  Executive  of  the  Nation,  they  propose 
to  avoid  the  trouble  liy  tlie  old  dodge— which 
they  have  used  until  it  has  grown  stale — of 
yelling  "Rebel !"  as  applied  to  the  Democratic 
standard  hearer.  And,  in  view  of  the  facts 
of  the  case,  as  exhihited  in  the  recorded  and 
public  history  of  the  man  and  of  the  country, 
the  audacity  with  which  their  organs  and 
orators  charge  disloyalty  and  sympathy  with 
the  cause  of  the  rebellion,  upon  Horatio  Sey- 
mour, amounts  to  absolute  sublimity. 

However,  without  stopping  to  comment 
upon  Radical  impudence,  or  its  capacity  in 
the  matter  of  misrepresentation  and  slander, 
we  propose  to  nail  to  the  counter  the  entire 
catalogue  of  Radical  campaign  falsehood 
touching  the  position  of  Governor  Seymour 
and  to  do  so  from  the  public  records  of  the 
country,  which  are  alike  accessible  to  all.  We 
will  begin  at  the  beginning:

In  Iffil  when  Governor  Seymour  was  up 
for  no  office  and  had  no  anxiety  with  respect 
to  any  election,  he  said  in  an  address  to  his 
townsmen  : 

We  owe  our  duties  to  our  Government.  We 
must  strengthen  our  armies  and  furnish  it 
with  means  to  conduct  this  war  to  a  success 
ful  issue.  The  day  has  gone  by  for  efforts  to 
av.  rt  it  When  the  American  people  refuse 
to  live  together  in  the  spirit  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, when  they  rejected  all  adjustments  of 
controversies  they  made  the  sword  the  only 
arbiter.  Consistency  demands  that  we  who 
strove  to  avert  the  war  should  now  strive  to 
make  it  productive  of  those  ends  which  we 
sought  to  reach  by  peaceful  measures.  AM 
theories  of  Government,  that  of  centraliza- 
tion, or  that  of  State  rights,  requires  that  we 
should  stand  by  tin  standard  of  our  Govern- 
ment and  the  standard  "four  State  in  the  bat- 
tlefield. 

In  IMf  Governor  Seymour  said: 
To-day  we  are  putting  forth  our  utmost  ef- 
forts to  reintoree  our  armies  in  the  field. 
Without  conditions  or  threats  we  are  exert 
ing  our  energies  to  strengthen  the  hands  of 
the  Government  and  to  replace  it  in  the  com- 
manding position  in  which  it  can  either  pro- 
pose peace  or  conduct  successful  war.  And 
this  support  is  freely  and  generously  accord- 
ed We  wish  to  see  the  I'nion  saved,  our  laws 
vindicated,  and  peace  once  more  restored  to 
our  land. 

In  a  speech  in  New  York,  October  13,  1862, 
Governor  Sevmour  said  : 

1  was  gratified  that  while  I  was  in  a  remote 
part  of  the  great  W  est  it  was  in  my  power  to 
promote  the  formation  of  a  company  of  as 
bold  and  sturdy  men  as  ever  rallied  in  defense 
of  our  country's  flag.  I  recall  with  pride 
their  array  when  drawn  up  before  my  lo'l^- 
ings  :  they  expressed,  through  their  comman- 
der, their  good-will  toward  myself,  and  their 
obligations  for  such  assistance  as  I  had  been 
able  to  give  them. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  New  York  State 
Military  Society,  in  .lanuatj',  lM".2,he  said: 

We  denounce  (In  re Ml!<>n  as  most  tricked 
because  if  wages  tear  a  gain.it  the  best  Ghwt  ns 
ment  the  woria  has  erer  seen.  Remember  there 
is  guilt  in  negligence  as  well  as  in  disobedience, 
anu  there  in  danger,  too.  We  complain  that 
the  arms  of  the  General  Government  were 
heretofore  unequally  distributed.  This  was 
owing  in  part  to  the  treasonable  purposes  of 
officials  but  it  is  due  in  part  to  our  own  neg- 
lect of  our  constitutional  duties.  Our  enroll- 
ed militia  should  count  more  than  five  hund- 
red thousand,  but  they  do  not  exceed  one- 
half  of  that  number.  Hence  our  quota  of 
arms  was  diminished,  and  that  of  the  South- 
ern States  increased.  The  wantof  these  arms 
and  a  proper  military  organization  has  added 
immeusely  to  the  cost  of  this  war.  and  the 
burden  of  taxation.  More  than  this,  if  we 
had  respected  our  constitutional  obligation 
we  might  at  the  outset,  hare  placed  in  tin 
field  a  forve  that  ve.uld  hart  put  out  this  re 
helliou  'when  it  teas  first  kindled 

These  quotations,  from  his  published  opin- 
ions as  a  private  individual,  we  might  multi- 
ply to  an  indefinite  extent,  but  we  will  only 
add  the  following  extract  from  a  speech  which 
he  delivered  just  before  his  election  as 
Governor  of  New  York,  in  November.  IMS: 

Now,  when  the  men  of  the  South  made  the 
bayonet  and  the  sword  the  arbiter  (they  elect- 
ed, and  not  we ;  I  when  they  determined  to 
aettle  it  by  blood  (and  not  we)— the  sword,  so 
far  as  the  present  is  concerned,  must  be  the 
arbiter;  and  in  our  strong  arms  it  shall  make 
vigorous  and  true  blows  for  the  life  of  our 
country,  for  its  institutions  and  for  its  flag. 
Now,  let  me  say  this  to  the  higher-law  men  of 
the  North,  and  to  the  higher  law  men  of  the 
South,  and  to  the  whole  world  that  looks  on, 
witnesses  to  the  mighty  events  transpiring  in 
this  country,  that  this  Cnion  shall  never  lie 
severed  -no,  never'  Whatever  other  men  may 
say,  as  for  the  conservative  people  of  this 
country,  and  as  for  myself  as  nn  individual  - 
let  other  men  say  and  think  what  they  please 
as  for  the  division  of  this  I'nion.  and  the 
breaking  up  of  that  great  natural  affiance 
which  is  made  by  nature  and  b}'  nature's  God, 
I  never  will  consent  to  it!  No,  never,  as 
long  as  I  have  a  voice  to  raise  or  a  hand  to 
fight  for  this  our  glorious  country 

his  omrui.  ACTION 

We  now  MUX,  hriefly  to  the  official  declar- 
ations, and  action  of  Governor  Seymour,  as 
the  Chief  Executive  of  the  Empire  Stale,  to 
which  position  he  was  chosen  in  Nov<  mber, 
IMS,  in  the  very  midst  of  the  sanguinary  con 
Hict  between  the  two  sections  of  the  country 
In  his  message  to  the  Legislature  in  IMS,  he 
said  : 

Ciider  no  circumstances  can  the  division  of 
the  I'nion  be  conceded.  We  will  put  forth 
every  exertion  of  power;  we  will  use  every 
policy  of  conciliation  ;  we  will  hold  out  every 
inducement  to  the  people  of  the  South  to  re- 
turn to  their  allegiance,  consistent  with  hon- 
or, we  will  guarantee  them  every  right,  every 
consideration  demanded  by  the  Constitution, 
and  by  that  fraternal  regard  which  must  pre- 
vail in  MNNatt  country  ;  but  we  can  never 
voluntarily  consent  to  the  breaking  up  of  the 
union  of  those  States,  or  the  destruction  of 
the  Constitution 

Do  not  these  burning  words  of  patriotism 
cause  the  cheeks  of  his  defamers  to  tingle 
with  shame  ?  or  is  it  that  the  great  heart  of 
the  pa'riot  statesman  was  moved  with  that 
"fraternal  regard"  for  the  people  of  the  South, 
which  induced  a  willingness,  on  his  part,  to 
"guarantee  them  every  right,"  or,  that  whilst 
pronouncing  unalterably  against  the  breaking 
up  of  the  Cnion,  he  also  protested  against  the 
"destruction  of  tha  Constitution,"  which,  in 
their  estimation,  constitutes  the  evidences  of 
his  treason  ? 

Leaving  the  organs  to  answer,  we  pass  on 
to  further  present  the  record.  It  will  be  re 
membered  that  in  June.  IMS,  the  Confeder- 
ate b.rces  under  Lee  made  a  masterly  and 
alarming  movement  northward,  with  very 
fair  prospects  of  effecting  the  most  disastrous 
consequences  to  the  cause  of  the  Cnion— 
creating  intense  alarm  through  out  the  coun 
try.  In  this  emergency,  President  Lincoln 
appealed  to  Gov.  Seymour  for  aid  iu  the  fol- 
lowing terms  :

The  President,  to  repel  this  invasion 
promptly,  has  called  upon  Ohio,  Pennsylva- 
nia. Maryland,  and  Western  Virginia,  for  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  militia  forsix  (6) 
months,  unless  sooner  discharged.  It  is  im- 
portant to  have  the  largest  possible  force  in 
the  least  time,  and  if  other  States  would  fur- 
nish militia  for  a  short  term,  to  be  credited 
on  the  draft,  it  would  greatly  advance  the  ob- 
ject. Will  you  please  inform  me,  immediate- 
ly, if,  in  answer  to  a  special  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, you  can  raise  nnd  forward  say  twenty 
thousand  (20.000)  militia  as  volunteers  with- 
out bounty,  to  be  credited  on  the  draft  of 
your  State,  or  what  number  you  can  probably 
raise?  E.M.Stanton.

What  a  magnificent  opportunity  for  the 
Copperhead  to  exhibit  his  fangs !

It  is  a  striki  ngly  significant  indication  of  the 
chunge  in  popular  sentiment,  that  the  term 
"Copperhead"  and  kindred  epithets  have  ceas- 
ed to  have  an  appreciable  value  in  the  politi- 
cal contests  of  the  day.  During  the  process 
of  impeachment,  when  Chief  Justice  Chase 
was  universally  denounced  by  the  Radical 
press  as  a  "CopperheaJ.'  a  Republican  journal 
was  constrained  to  remark  that  the  opporbri- 
ous  phrase,  in  view  of  this  application,  had 
lost  u  good  deal  of  its  "force.'  It  now  ap- 
pears that  the  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax— speak- 
ing under  the  influence  of  similar  convictions, 
and  aiming  to  conciliate  the  thousands  whom 
his  partisan  acts  and  utterances  have  estrang- 
ed— declares  himself  strenuously  opposed  to 
a  system  of  warfare  which  invokes  the  aid  of 
scurrilous  epithets.

The  people  have  not  forgotten  his  idle  and 
frantic  threats  against  President  Johnson,  and 
they  still  recall  his  protest  against  the  action 
of  President  Lincoln,  in  the  case  of  Milligan 
and  Bowles.  The  prospect  of  "hanging"  the 
President  for  his  patriotic  and  persistent 
maintenance  of  the  Executive  function,  waa 
exceedingly  grateful  to  the  soul  of  this  mild- 
mannered  gentleman  ;  but  at  the  very  time 
when  he  was  weak  enough  to  huzard  this  in- 
flamatory  suggestion,  he  was  unequivocally 
condemned  by  a  Republican  journal — the 
New  York  Times — for  the  rash  and  unstates- 
manlike  utterance.

The  following  is  Horatio  Seymour's  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Democratic  nomination  for 
the  Presidency  : 

Utica,  August  4 
Gknth:  When  in  the  city  of  New  York  on 
the  11th  ult.,  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  multi- 
tude, on  behalf  of  the  National  Democratic 
Convention  you  tendered  me  its  unanimous 
nomination  as  their  candidate  for  the  offi 
of  President  of  the  United  States,  I  responded 
as  follows : 

I  have  no  words  adequate  to 
gratitude  for  the  good  will  and  kindness 
which  that  body  has  shown  to  me.  Its  nom- 
ination was  unsought  and  unexpected.  It 
was  my  ambition  to  take  an  active  part,  from 
which  I  am  now  excluded,  in  the  great  strug- 
gle going  on  for  the  restoration  of  good  gov- 
ernment, of  peace  and  prosperity  to  our 
country;  but  I  have  been  caught  up  by  the 
overwhelming  tide  which  is  bearing  us  on  to  a 
great  political  change,  and  I  find  myself  un- 
able to  resist  its  pressure.  You  have  given 
me  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  put  forth  by  the 
convention  showing  its  position  upon  all 
the  great  questions  which  now  agitate  the 
country.  As  the  presiding  officer  of  that  con- 
vention, 1  am  familiar  with  their  scope  and 
import ;  as  one  of  its  members,  I  am  a  party 
to  their  terms.  They  are  in  accord  with  my 
views,  and  I  stand  upon  them  in  the  contest 
upon  which  we  are  now  entering,  and  I  shall 
strive  to  carry  them  out  in  future  wherever  I 
shall  be  placed  in  political  or  private  life." 

I  then  stated  I  would  send  j*ou  these  words 
of  acceptance  in  a  letter,  as  is  the  customary 
form.  I  see  no  reason,  upon  reflection,  to 
change  or  qualify  the  terms  of  my  approval 
of  the  resolutions  of  the  convention.  I  have 
delayed  this  mere  formal  act  of  communicat- 
ing to  you  in  writing  what  I  thus  publicly 
said,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  what  light  the 
action  of  Congress  would  throw  upon  the  in- 
terests of  the  country. 

Its  acts  since  the  adjournment  of  the  con- 
vention show  an  alarm  lesta  change  of  politi- 
cal power  will  give  to  the  people  what  they 
ought  to  have — a  clear  statement  of  what  hsa 
been  done  with  the  money  drawn  from  them 
during  the  past  eight  years.  Thoughtful  men 
feel  that  there  have  been  wrongs  in  the  finan- 
cial management  which  have  bean  kept  from 
the  public  knowledge. 

The  Congressional  party  has  not  only  allied 
to  itself  that  military  power  which  is  to  be 
brought  to  bear  directly  upon  the  elections  in 
many  States,  but  holds  itself  in  perpetual 
session  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  making 
such  laws  as  it  shall  see  fit  in  view  of  the 
elections  which  will  take  place  within  a  few 
weeks.  It  did  therefore  not  adjourn  but  took 
a  recess  to  meet  again  if  its  partisans  inter- 
ests shall  demand  its  re-assembly. 

Never  before  iu  the.  history  of  our  country 
has  Congress  thus  taken  a  menacing  attitude 
towards  its  electors.  Under  its  influence 
some  of  the  States,  organized  by  its  agents, 
are  proposing  to  deprive  the  people  of  the 
right  to  vote  for  Presidential  electors,  and 
the  first  bold  steps  are  taken  to  destroy  the 
right  of  suffrage.  It  is  not  strange,  therefore, 
that  thoughtful  men  see  in  such  action  the 
proof  that  there  is  with  those  who  shape  the 
policy  of  the  Republican  party  motives 
stronger  and  deeper  than  the  mere  wish  to 
hold  political  power;  that  there  is  a  dread  ol 
omc  exposure  which  drives  them  on  to  acts 
so  desperate  and  so  impolitic. 

Many  of  the  ablest  leaders  and  journals  of 
the  Republican  party  have  openly  deplored 
the  violence  of  Congressional  action  and  its 
tendency  to  keep  up  discord  in  our  country. 
The  great  interests  of  our  Union  demand 
peace,  order,  and  a  return  to  those  interna- 
tional pursuits,  without  which  we  cannot 
maintain  tho  faith  or  honor  of  our  govern- 
ment. The  mi  iid-  of  business  men  are  per- 
plexed by  uncertainty;  the  hours  of  toil  of 
our  laborers  are  lengthened  by  the  cost  of 
living,  made  by  the  direct  and  indirect  exac- 
tions of  the  government ;  our  people  are  har- 
assed by  the  frequeut  demands  of  the  tax 
gatherer. 

Without  distinction  of  party,  there  is  a 
strong  feeling  in  favor  of  that  line  of  action 
which  shall  restore  order  and  confidence,  and 
shall  lift  off  the  burdens  which  now  hinder 
and  vex  the  industry  of  the  country.  Yet  at 
this  moment  those  in  power  have  thrown  into 
the  Senate  chambers  and  Congressional  hall 
new  elements  of  discord  and  violence.  Men 
have  been  admitted  as  Representatives  of 
some  of  the  Southern  States  with  the  declara- 
tion upon  their  lips  that  they  cannot  live  in 
the  States  they  claim  to  represent  without 
military  protection. 
Th«»ao  mou.  urc  ti>  make  laws  for  the  North 
These  men  who,  a  few 
were  seeking  as  suppliants  that 
gress  would  give  them  power  within  their 
respective  States,  are  to-day  the  controllers 
of  the  actions  of  those  bodies.  They  enter 
Congress  demanding  that  it  shall  look  upon 
the  States  from  which  they  come  as  in  a  con- 
dition of  civil  war;  that  a  majority  of  their 
population,  embracing  their  intelligent  men, 
must  be  treated  as  public  enemies  ;  that  their 
State  governments  be  kept  up  at  the  cost  of 
the  people  of  the  North,  and  that  there  shall 
be  no  peace  and  order  at  the  South  save  that 
which  is  made  by  arbitrary  power. 

Every  intelligent  man  knows  that  they  not 
only  owe  their  present  positions  to  disorder, 
but  that  every  motive  springs  from  the  love 
of  power  and  of  gain.  A  desire  for  vengeance 
prompts  them  to  keep  the  South  in  anarchy. 
While  that  exists  they  are  independent  of  the 
will  or  wishes  of  their  fellow-citizens.  While 
confusion  reigns  they  are  dispensers  of  the 
profits  and  the  honors  which  grow  out  of  a 
government  of  mere  force. 

These  men  are  now  placed  in  a  position 
where  they  can  not  only  urge  their  views  in 
polities,  but  where  they  can  enforce  them. 
When  there  shall  be  admitted  in  this  manner 
members  from  the  remaining  Southern  States, 
although  they  will  have  in  truth  no  constitu- 
ents, they  will  have  more  power  in  the  Senate 
than  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  Union 
living  in  nine  of  the  great  States.  Iu  vain 
members  of  the  Republican  party  protested 
against  the  policy  that  led  to  this  result. 

While  the  chiefs  of  the  late  rebellion  have 
submitted  to  the  results  of  the  war,  and  are 
now  quietly  engaged  in  useful  pursuits  for 
the  support  of  themselves  and  their  familes, 
and  are  trying  by  the  force  of  their  example 
to  lead  back  the  people  of  the  South  to  order 
and  industry  not  only  essential  to  their  well- 
being  but  to  the  great  ties*  and  prosperity  of 
our  country,  all  those  who,  without  ability  or 
influence,  have  been  thrown  by  the  agitations 
of  civil  convulsions  into  positions  of  honor 
and  of  profit,  are  striving  to  keep  alive  the 
passions  to  which  they  owe  their  elevation, 
and  they  clamorously  insist  that  they  are  the 
only  friends  of  our  Union.  Proof  of  that  can 
only  have  sure  foundation  in  fraternal  regard 
and  a  common  desire  to  promote  the  peace, 
the  order,  and  the  happiness  of  all  portions 
of  our  land. 

Events  in  Congress,  since  the  adjournment 
of  the  convention,  have  vastly  increased  the 
importance  of  a  polit'cal  victory  by  those 
who  are  seeking  to  bring  back  economy  sim- 
plicity, and  justice  in  the  administration  of 
our  National^  affairs.  Many  Republicans 
have  heretofore  clung  to  their  party,  who 
have  regretted  the  extremes  of  violence  to 
which  it  has  run.  They  have  cherished  a 
faith,  that,  while  the  action  of  their  political 
friends  has  been  mistaken,  their  motives  have 
been  good.  They  must  uow  see  that  the  Re- 
publican party  is  in  that  condition  that  it 
cannot  carry  out  a  peaceful  policy,  whatever 
its  motives  may  be. 

It  is  a  misfortune  not  only  to  a  country  but 
to  a  party  itself  when  its  action  is  unchecked 
by  any  form  of  opposition.  It  has  been  the 
misfortune  of  the  Republican  party  that  the 
events  of  the  past  few  years  have  given  it  so 
much  power  that  it  has  been  able  to  shackle 
the  executive,  to  trammel  the  judiciary,  and 
carry  out  the  views  of  the  most  and  violent 
of  ita  members. 

When  this  state  of  things  exists  in  any  party, 
it  has  ever  been  found  that  the  judgment  of 
ts  ablest  leaders  do  not  control.    There  is 


within  the  past  three  years  warned  it  against 
its  excesses,  and  who  has  not  been  borne  down 
and  forced  to  give  up  his  convictions  of  what 
the  interests  of  the  country  call  for ;  or,  if  too 
patriotic  to  do  this,  who  has  not  been  driven 
from  its  ranks 

If  this  has  been  the  case  heretofore,  what 
will  he  its  action  with  this  new  infasion  who, 
without  a  decant  respect  for  the  views  of  those 
who  had  just  given  them  their  positions, 
begin  their  legislative  carear  with  calls  for 
arms  and  demands  that  their  States  shall  be 
regarded  as  in  a  condjtion  of  civil  war,  and  a  I 
declaration  that  they  are  ready  and  anxious 
to  degrade  the  President  of  the  United  States  "VV 
whenever  they  can  persuade  or   force  Con- 
gress to  bring  forward  new  articles  of  impeach 
ment  ? 

The  Republican  party,  as  well  as  we,  are 
interested  on  putting  some  check  upon  this 
violence.  It  must  be  clear  to  every  thinking 
man,  that  a  disposition  of  political  power 
tends  to  check  the  violence  of  party  action  and 
assures  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  coun- 
try. The  election  of  Democrats  Executive 
and  a  majority  of  Democratic  members  to  tha 
House  of  Representatives  would  not  give  to 
that  party  organization  power  to  make  sudden 
or  violent  changes,  but  would  serve  to  check 
those  extreme  measures  which  have  been  de- 
plored by  the  best  men  of  both  organizations. 

The  result  would  most  certainly  lead  to  tluit 
peaceful  restoration  of  the  I'nion  and  re- 
establishment  of  fraternal  relationship  wnieh 
the  country  desire.  I  am  sure  the  best  men 
of  the  Republican  party  deplore  as  deeply  as 
I  do  the  spirit  of  violence  shown  by  those 
recently  admitted  to  seats  in  Congress.  The 
condition  of  civil  war  which  they  contemplate 
must  be  abhorrent  to  every  right-thinking 
man. 

1  have  no  mere  personal  wishes  which  mis- 
lead my  judgment  in  regard  to  the  pending 
election.  No  man,  who  has  weighed  and 
measured  the  duties  of  the  office  of  President 
of  the  United  States,  can  fail  to  be  impressed 
with  the  cares  and  toils  of  him  who  is  to  meet 
its  demands.  It  is  not  merely  to  float  with 
popular  currents  without  a  policy  or  a  pur- 
pose. On  the  contrary,  while  our  Constitu- 
tion gives  just  weight  to  the  public  will,  its 
distinguishing  feature  is  that  it  seeks  to  Dro- 
its greatest  glory

is  that  it  puts  restraints  npon  power.  It  gives 
force  and  form  to  those  maxims  and  principles 
of  civil  liberty  for  which  the  martyrs  of  f  ree- 
dom have  struggled  through  ages.  It  declares 
the  rights  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their 
persons,  houses,  and  paper's  against  search 
and  seizures  ;  that  Congress  shall  mako  no 
law  respecting  the  establishment  of  relig- 
ion, or  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or  abridging 
freedom  of  speech  or  of  the  press,  or  the  right 
of  the  people  to  petition  for  redress  of  griev- 
ances; it  secures  the  right  of  a  speedy  and 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury. 

No  man  can  rightfully  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  the  Presidential  office  unless  he  is  not  only 
willing  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  people, 
expressed  in  a  constitutional  way,  but  is  also 
prepared  to  staad  up  for  the  rights  of  the 
minorities.  He  must  be  ready  to  uphold 
the  free  exercise  of  religion.  He  must  de 
nounce  measures  which  would  wrong  personal 
or  home  rights,  or  the  religious  conscience  of 
the  humblest  citizen  of  the  land.  He  must 
maintain,  without  distinction  of  creed  or 
nationality,  all  the  privileges  of  an  AmericaJi 
citizenship. 

The  experience  of  every  public  man  who 
has  been  faithful  to  his  trust  teaches  him  that 
no  oue  can  do  the  duties  of  the  office  of  the 
President  unless  he  is  ready  not  only  to  un- 
dergo the  falsehoods  and  abuse  of  the  bad,  bnt 
to  suffer  from  the  censure  of  the  good  who  are 
misled  by  prejudices  and  misrepresentations. 

There  are  no  attractions  in  such  a  position 
which  deceive  ray  judgment  when  I  say  that 
a  great  change  is  going  on  in  the  public  mind. 
The  mass  of  the  Republican  party  are  mor  • 
thoughtful,  tempered,  and  jnst  than  they  were 
during  the  excitement  which  attended  the 
progress  and  close  of  tbe  civil  war. 

As  the  energy  of  the  Democratic  party 
sprang  from  their  devotion  to  their  cause  and 
not  to  their  candidates,  I  may  with  propriety 
apeak  of  the  fact  that  never,  in  the  political 
history  of  our  country,  has  the  action  of  any 
like  body  been  hailed  with  such  universal 
and  real  enthusiasm  as  that  which  has  been 
shown  in  relation  to  the  action  of  the  National 
Demccratic  Convention,  with  which  the  can- 
didates had  nothing  to  do.  Had  any  others  of 
those  named  been  selected  this  spirit  would 
have  been  perhaps  more  marked. 

The  zeal  and  energy  of  the  conservative 
masses  spring  from  a  desire  to  make  a  change 
of  policy  and  from  a  belief  that  they  can  carry 
out  their  purposes.

Having  given 
nearly  16,000  commissions  to  the  officers  of 
that  army,  I  know  their  views  and  wishes. 
They  demand  the  Union  for  which  they  fought. 
The  largest  meeting  of  those  gallant  soldiers 
ever  assembled  was  held  in  New  York,  and 
indorsed  the  action  of  the  National  Conven- 
tion. 

In  words  instinct  with  meaning  they  called 
on  the  government  to  stop  in  its  policy  of  hate, 
discord,  and  disunion,  and  in  terms  of  fervid 
eloquence  demanded  the  restoration  of  the 
rights  of  the  American  people.  When  there 
is  such  accord  between  those  who  proved 
themselves  brave  and  self-sacrificing  in  war 
and  those  who  are  thoughtful  and  patriotic  in 
council,  I  cannot  doubt  we  shall  gain  a  poli- 
tical triumph  which  will  restore  our  Union, 
bright  back  peace  to  our  land,  and  give  us 
once  more  the  blessing  of  wise,  economical, 
and  honest  government

Thk  llullciiit  of  Thursday  ou  tains  a 

two  column  article  which  we  take  to  have 
been  written  by  quite  a  distinguished  gen- 
tleman of  this  city— urging  that  the  iieople 
of  the  Ninth  District  insist  upon  running 
Hon.  John  D.  Young  for  Congress  con- 
trary to  his  own  convictions  of  policy  and 
duty.  The  motive  of  Mr.  Younu'h  declina- 
tion is  evident— he  knows  that,  if  the  Kuui 
cals  have  a  majority  in  the  next  House, 
not  only  will  the  seat  be  refused  to  him, 
but  it  will  be  given  to  Sam.  MVKee,  on 
the  ground  that  all  the  votes  cast  for  one 
already  decided  to  be  disqualified  will  be 
null  and  void,  and  only  those  wist  for  his 
opponent  will  be  legal.  He  knows  that

Our  whole  community  was  surprised  and 
ieeBTJ  grieved  to  learn  that  Very  Kev.  Benj. 
.1  Spalding,  Administrator  of  this  Catholic 
Diocese,  died  at  0  o'clock  last  evening.  The 
manner  of  his  death  was  most  heart-render- 
ing. He  retired  at  his  accustomed  hour  to 
his  sleeping  apartment  in  the  Bishop's  house 
at  the  Cathedral  on  Monday  night  About  12 
o  clock  Father  Bouchet,  whose  room  is  just 
underneath  Dr.  Spalding's,  heard  him  out  on 
the  gallery,  and  groaning  as  if  in  great  bodriy 
pain.  Father  B.  hastened  up  stairs,  when  he 
found  to  his  infinite  horror  and  astonishment 
that  Dr.  Spalding's  bed  was  on  fire,  and  that 
the  l»r.  had  already  been  dreadfully  burned, 
and  had  plunged  himself  into  the  '.ath-tub  in  an 
adjoining  room,  where  he  was  suffering  the  in- 
tensest  agony.  When  Father  Bouchet  suffi- 
euntly  collected  himself  he  threw  the  burning 
bed-clothes  out  of  the  room,  and  helped  Dr. 
Spalding  to  another  apartment,  placed  a  sheet 
around  him,  and  made  him  as  comfortable  as 
possible.  Drs.  Crowe  and  Force  were  called 
in  and  used  every  exertion  in  human  power 
to  relieve  the  sufferer;  but  he  continued  in 
the  acutest  pain  until  he  expired  at  six 
o'clock  last  evening. 

It  was  Dr.  Spalding's  habit  to  keep  the  gas 
burning  in  his  room  all  night.  The  bracket 
was  a  sliding  one,  moving  upward  and  down- 
ward, and  from  iong  use  it  had  become  loos- 
ened.   It  is  supposed,  from  the  nearness  of 


the  burner  to  the  Dr.'s  couch,  that  during  the 
night,  while  he  was  asleep,  the  bracket  de- 
I  scended  and  set  the  mosquito-bar  on  fire.

The  physicians,  we  undersUnd, 
are  of  the  opinion  that  death  resulted  more 
from  exposure  to  the  bath  than  from  the 
burning.  This  most  horrible  and  untimely- 
death  of  so  estimable  a  man  and  so  distin- 
guished a  prelate  will  shock  the  Catholic 
church  of  the  whole  country. 

Dr.  Spalding  was  in  his  Jifty-seventh  year. 
He  was  born  in  Marion  county,  in  this  State, 
and  was  the  fourth  son  of  the  late  Richard 
Spalding.  He  received  his  primary  educa- 
tion at  St.  Mary's  College,  and  was  afterwards 
sent  to  the  Propaganda  at  Home,  where  he 
graduated  with  marked  distinction.  In  1837 
he  returned  to  Kentucky  and  was  employed 
for  many  years  as  a  Professoi  in  St.  Joseph's 
College,  at  Bards  town,  and  as  pastor  of  the 
Catholic  congregation  there.  He  came  to 
Louisville  in  1843,  and  has  resided  here  ever 
since,  officiating  as  pastor  of  the  Cathedral  of 
the  Assumption,  under  his  world-known 
brother,  the  Most  Rev.  Martin  J.  Spalding, 
Archbishop  of  Baltimore.  He  had  also  filled 
the  office  of  Yicar  General  of  the  Diocese  for 
many  years.  Since  the  decease  bf  the  Right 
Be*.  Bishop  Lavialle  in  April,  1867,  Dr. 
Spalding  has  acted  as  Administrator  of  the 
Diocese,  in  which  position  he  had  more  close- 
ly endeared  himself  to  the  people  of  the 
church.  He  was  eminent  both  for  his  great 
piety  and  devotion  to  his  faith  and  for  his 
geniality  and  benevoleuce.  In  a  few  days  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  give  a  more  complete  and 
just  biography  of  the  deceased. 

The  remains  will  be  exposed  in  the  Cathed 
ral  from  this  morning  until  the  funeral.
